Mycri and born in York Springs, and 
a nephew of Jacob Myers of \ork 
Springs, has returned to this country. 
He was in "England when the war 
broke out. He delivered an address 
before the Pennsylvania" Historical 
Society in Philadelphia last week in 
which he told for the first time of 
some of the results of his seven 
years research into the life of Wil- 
Jiam Penn, involving an expenditure 
of $50.000, travels through two con- 
tinents and the preparation of 1600 
pounds of manuscript and data. Mr. 
Myers appeared in the court costume 
•which Penn wore when he present- 
ed King George of Great Britain. 


Heaped on a table near Mr. Myers 


were 200 volumes of material bear- 
ing on Penn's life. A trunk of foot 
notes was also nearby. 
Although 


still incomplete, the biography will 
finally be condensed into twelve or 
fifteen octa%o volumes, Mr. Myers 
said. Many interesting details of 
Penn's lift and unpublished letters 
and portraits ivill be included. as_well 
as information drawn largely from 
entirely new sources. 


For many years Mr. Myers worked 


in England" collecting facts about 
Penn, and many difficulties were re- 
moved by the indorsement of his ef- 
forts by the Royal Historical So- 
ciety, the Friends' Historical Society 
and the patronage of a number of the 
nobility. 


Among 
those 
who 
helped 
Mr. 


Myers to examine Penn manuscripts 
and leters in their possession were 
•the Duke of Devonshire, the Duke of 
Portland, the Earl of Dartmouth, the 
Earl of Ranfurly, Colonel William 
Dugald Stuart, a direct descendant 
of Penn; Thomas Hodgkin, an au- 
thor; Isaac Sharp, secretary of the 
English Society of Friends, and Nor- 
val Penney, librarian of the Friends' 
Reference 
Library, 
Devonshire 


House. London, where Mr. Myers 
made his headquarters. 


Before leaving England Mr. Myers 


received a memento of his visit at 
the home of the Earl and Countess 
of Ranfurly in the form of a small 
Cupid which was painted on glass by 
Sophia Margaret Penn, daughter of 
Thomas Penn and granddaughter of 
William Penn. 


Just when the Penn history will be 


handed to the printer, Mr. Myers 
said he did not know. If possible, he 
told the audience, he will make an- 
other journey to England. 
Among 


those who are aiding him in his re- 
search 
are 
Charlemagne 
Tower, 


president of the Historical Society: 
John Beach McMaster. the historian; 
Dr. Isaac 
Sharpless, president of 


Haverford; Dr. William I. Hull, pro- 
fessor of history at Swarthmore, and 
William Penn-Gaskell Hall, a direct 
desendant of Penn. The late Sam- 
uel W. Pennypacker and the late 
William B. Rawle also encouraged 
Mr. Myers and gave him financial 
lielp. 


Lancaster Pike to be Toll Free. 
The Lancaster pike is, historically, 


one of the oldest highways leading 
out from Philadelphia toward 
the 


western part of the State and was 
naturally chosen to be a unit of the 
Lincoln Highway. It was taken over 
in 1888 from the Philadelphia and 
Lancaster Turnpike Company by the 
Lancaster Avenue Improvement Com- 
pany and has been sold to the Com- 
monwealth and will be turned over to 
the State Highway Department and 
freed of tolls on July i. It will be re- 
paired immediately by the State. 


The portion from which the toll- 


gates will be removed extends from 
City Line avenue, Phila., to Paoli. 
about fifteen miles in length. It is 
understood the State will pay $165,- 
ooo for the road, which is $200.000 less 
than the turnpike company asked for 
it. The sale was made as the result 
of an agreement between the Lancas- 
ler Avenue Improvement Company, 
the owners of the road and the State 
Highway Department, whose engi- 
neers last year made a thorough sur- 
vey and inspection of the highway. 


The comparatively low price was 


•finally agreed to by the turnpike com- 
pany, it is said, when Samuel Rea, 
president of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company, which was interested 
in the turnpike, exercised his influ- 
ence to have the owners accede to 
what was regarded as a popular feel- 
ing that the road should be freed. 


The Lancaster 
turnpike 
is 
the 


most-traveled suburban road in the 
section through which it runs and 
thousands of motorists will be pleas- 
ed to learn of the announcement that 
the tollgates are to disappear. 


The freeing of this pike is expect 


ed to hurry the freeing of other por- 
tions of the Lincoln Highway and a 
portion everyone but the tollgather- 
trs would be glad to see RO begin? at 
Cross Keys, this county and runs al- 
most without interruption to York, 
Wrightsville. over the river to Co 
lumbia and Lancaster.

the history of |»olicy holders and found 
that when both of • tuau'a parents had 
died of cancer only two graudparents 
out of £U had died of this disease. 
Among a 14 sous aud daughters of par- 
ents both of whom bad died of can- 
cer be could tlud not one case of can- 
cer. 
He considered only those above 


the age of forty. 


He found only nine cases of cancel 


among 301 brothers and sisters of cau- 
cerous pairs. 
Of the 810 sous ami 


daughters above forty iu 488 families 
of which cue parent had died of can- 
cer only three were known to have 
had the disease.

At the time of storage the mois- 
ture content was 1S-S per cent and at 
close of the test 14.7 per cent, or a 
loss of -1.1 per cent. The weight per 
bushel had decreased from 54.7 pounds 
to 50 pouuds. and the total loss of 
weight was 1.970 pounds, or slightly 
more than 7 per cent.

Largest Zoo In the World. 


The New York zoological park, botli 


iii point of area covered and the num- 
ber of living creatures maintained 
there, is the largest menagerie in the 
world, and even the old established 
institutions of the kind iu Europe^ 
where there is no free admission, 
boast of no better buildings or 
splendid grounds. 


At the New York zoological parlc 


there are more than 3,000 specimens, 
representing about 1.300 species, and 
all of these have to be fed and well 
fed. 
In fact, some of the specimens, 


far removed from their native habitat, 
must be supplied witb certain dainties 
which they would obtain but occasion.- 
ally in their native wilds, but whlcr* 
help them to thrive here. Nowhere arc- 
animals, birds find reptiles more care- 
fully looked after, and the very few- 
deaths at tliis park long biuce estab- 
lished it in a --la.ss by itself.—New 
York Telesrram.

be would have done so before I got out 
of Germany. My theory was that 1 
was a suspect, but proof against me 
had not been adduced. Likely tbe ma.it 
had been directed to keep me in sight 
to note any act on my part that would 
indicate treason to the government. 
Not having discovered any such act. 
he bad felt obliged to allow me to 
leave the country. 


Well, I got safely to Paris, where I 


found greater 
commotion 
than in 


Berlin. 
At tbe same hotel where 1 


stopped was an American family, Mrs 
Turulee and her two daughters. 
She 


approached me soon after my arrival 
aud asked me of tbe situation in Ocr 
many, being anxious about her bus 
band, who was tbere- I gave her wha' 
informal ion I had, but it was not sucb 
as to reassure her. I became acquaint- 
ed with her daughters—an introduc 
tion was dispensed with, considering 
the jtroublous times—and we became 
quite chuniniy. The elder. Miss Lillian 
Turnlee, and I took u desperate faucj 
to each other the moment we met, and 
I prolonged my stay in Paris in orde- 
to remain near her. 


Some ten days after my arrival, Mrs 


Turnlee received a letter from her bus 
band from London, stating that be ha>!
